Ordinances decreed for reformation of diners 


diſorders in p_ and yttering 
of Bookes. 


Hart no perſon ſhall print,or cauſe tobe imprinted,nor ſhal bring,or cauſc,or procure to 

be brought intothis Realmc imprinted, amie Booke or copic againſt the forme and mea- 

ning of anic ordinance,pronibition, or commandement, conteined, or to be conteined 

in anic the Statutes or Lawes of this Realme, orin anie Intunctions, Letters patents, or 

ordinances, paſled or ſer forth, orto be paſled or ſet foaxrth by the Queenes molt excellent 
Maic{tics grant, commiſſion, or authoritic. 


That whoſoeucr ſhall offend againtt the ſaid ordinance, ſhall not onelie fortait all ſuch 
Bookes and Copies, as ſhall be toprinted or brought in ; bur allo ſhall from theneefiorth ne- 
ucr vicor cxcrcite,nor take benchit by anic vſing or exerciling ot the teate —_ and ſhall 
tuſtcine three moneths unprifonment, without baile or mainpriſc. And ifhe be not before ſuch 
offence bound with ſuretics, in forme hereafter expreſſed , then he ſhall allo forfait for eueric 
offence. Xx. li. 


That no perſon ſhall ſell, vtter,pur ro ſale,bind itch, or ſorye, anic fuch Baokes or Copies, 
loprinted or brought in, contraric tothe laid ordinance, vpon paine to fortait all ſuch Baokes 
ana Copies,and for cucric Broke. xx. 5. 


That all Bookes to be fo forfaited, ſhall be brought into the Stationers hall in London, and 
there the one moitic of all tuch fortaitures of monic ſhall be referucd ro the Queenes Maieſtics 
vic, andthic other moiric ſhall be deliuercd ro kit or them that ſhall tirtt ſerte the ſame Bookes 
or Copics,or make complainttherof tothe Wardens of the taid Companie. Andall the Bookes 
loro bc torfaned, ſhal be deftroied or made walte paper, by the ditcretion ot the ſaid Wardens, 


That it ſhall be Jaw. full forthe Wardens of the ſaid Companie tor the time being, oranie 
two of the laid Companie, thereto deputed by thefaid Wardens, as well in anie ports,as other 
ſuſpected places within this Realme, to open and view all packs, dritats, maunds, and other 
things, wherein Bookes or Paper ſhall be conteined, brought into this Realme : andalloto 
make tearchin all workchouſes,ſhops, warchouſes, and other places, of Printers, Bookelellers, 
or ſuch as bring Bookes intothis Realme to be ſold, or where they ſhall haue reaſonable cauſe 
of ſuſpicion : andall the ſaid Bookesto berou d againſtth , ſaid dinance, to ſeile and carrie 
tothe ſaid Hall,to the vies abouctaid,and the parties therein oftending,to lead and preſent be- 
tore rhe Queenes Maielties hie Commiſſioners in cauſes Ecclehiaſticall, 


That cuerie Printer, Stationer, Baokeleller, Merchant, and other perſon, viing anie trade of 
Bookes,printing,binding,lclling,or bringing into chis Realme, ſhall before the ſaid Commulti- 
oners, or before anic other pertons therevntowbe aligned by, the Queenes Maieſties molt 
honourable pruie Counccll,cnter into ſeneral! recognifances of realonable ſummes of menie 
to her Maiefties vie, with furetiesor without, astothe faid Commiſſioners ſhall be thought 
expcdient, that he ſhall trul:e obfcrue all the ſaid ordinances, well and trulie peel andpaie all 
tuch forfaitures, and in no point berchifiing, butin all things aiding to the faid Wardens and 
their deputies, for the true execution of the pK miſles. 


We ynder written thinke theſe ordinances meere and necellaric to be decreed and oblerued.
